Cattle in Stalk Fields. 

There is unusaul danger thi* 
season in turning stock into tin- 
fields where corn has Ihwii hunkori. 
Water is scare#, and th*- husk* and 
blade* of the com nr.- veiy dry 
and are apt to indue- trouble. 

Stock should be run on pastures 
part of the dnv, before they are 
let iuto the stalk fields*, or, if De¬ 
pastures are played out, 111 ! up lie- 
cattle with other feed. For th- 
first week or two leave them in 
the sta'.k fields or.ly an hour **r 
two a day. Then inuk*. sure thnt 
they have salt befon. them nil the 
time, and that they an- in reach 
of water. 

Impaction, duo to outing too 
much dry stutf. and lack <<l water, 
makes most of the serious trouble. 
Every animal should lie brought 
out of the fields ut night uud 
driven to the water lank. Fre¬ 
quently a;: animal will fill itself 
on com husks and blades and 
thou lie down in some comfort¬ 
able pluco. These are the ones 
which must be bunted up and 
lookud after—L. C- B , in Nation¬ 
al Farmer and Ftock Grower.
